WASHINGTON. — T he United 
States navy is the president’s per­ 
sonal pride and joy. No other 
b ranch of the government re­ 
ceives such minute attention from 
the White House. 
For instance, when the new 
naval hospital was b eing consid­ 
ered, Roosevelt insisted that it b e 
a structure ab out 20 stories high. 
Naval doctors disagreed, said that 
this tower-like structure would 
make the floors too small, that ef­ 
ficient hospitals had larger floors, 
were b uilt lower and 
covered 
more acreage. 
But Roosevelt liked the idea of 
a 
hospital 
towering 
over 
the 
fields of Maryland like a monu­ 
ment, and since Roosevelt runs 
the navy, the new naval hospital 
is b eing b uilt that way. 
To 'Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
large part must go the responsi­ 
b ility for whatever the U. S. navy 
is today. He b egan securing money 
for more warships the minute he 
stepped into the White House. This 
was his b iggest naval achieve­ 
ment. But he also has tolerated 
certain inefficiencies. 
Inadequate Navy. 
In b rief, it is prob ab ly a fact 
that the U. S. navy today is the 
strongest in the world. Its person­ 
nel 
prob ab ly 
tops 
any 
other 
navy’s, its marksmanship record is 
almost 100 per cent, and its mor- 
! ale was never b etter. Neverthe- 
I less, it is not equal to defending 
{ b oth coasts of the United States 
j and the Panama canal. 
I 
There are two reasons for this,

fense strategy never contemplated

fleet in the Atlantic. Ob viously, 
the collapse of this reliance is no 
fault of the navy nor of any pres­ 
ident. 
Second defect, however, is its 
own fault. This defect is a certain 
rigidity of mind, a refusal to rec­ 
ognize new methods of warfare, a 
conviction 
that 
admirals, 
like 
kings, can do no wrong. 
This state of mind is responsi­ 
b le for the fact that our fleet to­ 
day is not adequately armored 
against airplane attack, that naval 
aviation has b een shamefully neg­ 
lected. and that the navy is seri­ 
ously lacking in airplane carriers. 
Rigid Brains. 
Some of 
the 
navy’s 
current 
weakness undoub tedly goes b ack 
tv. the London Naval Conference 
of 1930, at which the admirals set 
an all-tim e record for rigidity of 
intellect. 
Prior to London, the 
British had b een b uilding 10,000- 
ton cruisers carrying 8-inch guns. 
And b ecause the British had them, 
most of the American admirals 
said they must have them too. 
In vain did Secretary of State 
Stimson and the late Joseph P. 
Cotton, his under secretary, argue 
that this new type of vessel was 
relatively untried, that the navy 
should not put all its cruiser eggs 
in one b asket, that 6-inch gun 
cruisers were b etter for close-up 
fighting, and finally that future 
warfare might completely change 
cruiser technique. 
However, most of the admirals 
tried to defeat ratification of the 
London treaty, and virtually os­ 
tracized Admiral William V. Pratt 
b ecause he OK’d the treaty. And 
it took ten years plus Adolf Hitler 
to prove that Admiral Pratt was 
right. 
Today, the navy is b uilding 
more destroyers and smaller ves­ 
sels than at any time since the 
World war, for the current need 
is a lot of ships to protect b oth 
coasts plus Latin America. 
Top-heavy Destroyers. 
In constructing these destroyers, 
the rigidity of admiralty intellect 
once again caused disaster. The 
b ureau of construction and repair 
claimed that the b ureau of engi­ 
neering was defective in planning 
the destroyers, while engineering 
claimed that construction was to 
b lame, since it had not followed 
its specifications. 
But the admirals in neither b u­ 
reau would sub mit the matter to 
private naval architects, who were 
convinced 
an error was b eing 
made. The admirals, like kings, 
could no no wrong. 
Result: Thirty of the 36 new de­ 
stroyers are top-heavy and have 
to have ab out 60 tons of lead 
soldered on their keels, all at the 
expense of the taxpayer. 
Secretary Edison finally stepped 
in to amalgamate the two b ureaus 
so there will b e no more b uck- 
passing. This house - c l e a n i n g 
should have b een done years ago, 
for during the Hoover adm inistra­ 
tion, five of the new 10,000-ton 
c r u i s e r s were found to have 
cracked stern-posts, which had to 
b e replaced at a cost of $30,000 
each. Also the cruisers rolled so 
b adly they had to b e equipped 
with rolling tanks and keel fins. 
In other words, naval ineffi­ 
ciency occurs under b oth demo­ 
crats and repub licans — if they 
don’t keep an eye on the admirals. 
Annapolis Clique. 
This rigidity of intellect upon 
the part of the admirals is due 
partly to the Annapolis caste sys­ 
tem. A total of 110 Annapolis 
graduates were in charge of the 
designs for the top-heavy destroy­ 
ers. Civilian experts b elow them 
questioned 
their judgment, b ut 
were not heeded. They did not 
b elong to the Annapolis clique. 
Fortunately for the navy, Ann­ 
apolis 
turns 
out an 
A-1, all- 
around officer, capab le of doing 
almost any naval job . But unfor­ 
tunately for the navy, an officer 
who excels on the b ridge of a 
b attleship may not b e so well 
equipped as a technical designer 
of ships. 
Furthermore, the admirals seem 
to b e adamant against too much 
naval research, especially if that 
research is conducted b y civilians. 
Two years ago, for instance, the 
House Naval Affairs committee 
provided $15,000,000 for experi­ 
ment with aerial b omb s, aerial 
m i n e s , lighter-than-air 
c r a f t , 
heavier-than-air craft, and ‘‘other 
material developments for the na­ 
tional defense.” 
But the admirals turned this 
down. It is not often that any 
b ranch o i the government rejects 
money, b ut this time the admirals 
appeared b efore the senate com­ 
mittee and vetoed the $15,000,000 
for research. They did not say so, 
b ut it was suspected that their op­ 
position arose from the fact that 
civilian inventors were to play an 


important part in spending the 
research money. 
Most discussed question in the 
navy today is its promotion sys­ 
tem. Unlike the army, promotion 
in the navy does not depend upon 
seniority, b ut upon stiff exam ina­ 
tions, ab ility, and, as in most 
things, upon politics, pull and 
popularity. 
Critics of the system claim that 
the three latter qualifications now 
overshadow the first two, and 
that many a man fails to make 
the grade in the navy merely b e­ 
cause his wife di« ’ not leave cards 
upon the wife of an admiral on 
the selection b oard. 
Unquestionab ly there is some­ 
thing to this. In peacetime, wives 
rule the navy far more than most 
people 
suspect, 
and 
the 
navy 
would do well to add to its “selec­ 
tion” requirements a vote of an 
officer’s popularity with his en­ 
listed men, as well as how well he 
plays b ridge or entertains the 
wife of the cwnmanding officer. 
Despite these defects, there is 
no question that the hard-b oiled 
system of eliminating officers who 
do not pass periodical tests makes 
the navy far more efficient than 
the army, and is one reason for 
the average high quality of its 
personnel today.
